HE KING Goes North.-- The King left 

London on Monday by special train for Wynyard 

Park, Stockton-on-Tees, on a visit to Lord London- 

derry.. His Majesty will at an early date unveil a 

brass memorial tablet which is now being placed 

in the church of St. Martin's-in-the-Fields, Trafalgar 

Square. This tublet is in memory of the officers and men 

of the 18th. 2ist, and 23rd Battalions (Sharpsbooters) of the 

Imperial Yeomanry who were killed or who died of disease 
in the South African War. 


The New Yinistry.—The King has been pleased to 
approve the appointment of Mr. C. 8. Dickson, K.C., to be 
Lord Advocate for Scotland, and Mr. David Dundas, K.C., 
to be Solieitor-General for Scotland. In accepting his new 
position Mr. Dickson relinquishes that of Solicitor-General, 
which he held since 1896. He is M.P. for the Bridgeton 
Division of Glasgow, and із іп his fifty-fourth year. Mr. 
Dundas is four years younger than his predecessor, and has 
uo seat in Parliament. - These two appointments complete 
the reconstruction of the Mini-try necessitated by the resig- 
nations of the Duke of Devonshire, Mr. Cbamberluin; Mr. 
Ritehie, Lord G. Hamilton, Lord Balfour of Burleigh, and 
the Hon. A, Elliot. The following is a fall list of the new 
members: The Hon. Alfred Lyttelton. Colonial Secretary ; 
Lord Balearres, Junior Lord of the Treasury; Mr. А.Н. 
Lee, Civil Lord of the Admiralty ; Mr. Bromley-Davenport, 
Financial Secretary to the War Office; Lord Donoughmore, 
Under Secretary for War; and Mr. David Dundas, Solicitor- 
General for Scotland. 


Mr. Chamberlain’s Health.—Mr. Chamberlain 
had so far recovered from his indisposition that on Satur- 
day last he left his bed-room and spent some hours at work 
in his library. On Tuesday the right hon. gentleman 
departed for Neweastle, where in the Olympia he delivered 
a speech in support of the new fiscal policy. It was 
arranged that he should on Wednesday proceed to Tyne- 
mouth, where he was to attend a luncheon and a publie 
meeting. 


Army and Navy Items.—The War Office has just 
intimated that є decision as to the honours to be awarded 
to regiments which served in the South African Campaign 
has not yet been made, but that the matter is pen 
expedited as much as possible.—Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel 
Peyton, D.S.O., has succeeded Lieutenant - Colonel 
de Crespigny in thé command of the 15th Hussars. Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Peyton served two years in the ranks, and 
was given a commission in the 7th Dragoon Guards in 
1887.—The 1st Grenadiers, 3rd Coldstreams, and 2nd and 
3rd Scots Guards, now quartered in London, are allotted 
us the 9th Brigade in the 2nd Army Corps.— The death is 
announced of Major-General William Wait Noble, who 
retired from the Royal Engineers in 1886, after tbirty- 
nine years’ service.— The King’s Dragoon Guards and 
the Sth Hussars leave South Africa at the end of 
the month, and may be expected to arrive at Bouth- 
ampton between Nov. 11 and 27.
